before the Commons forests 
committee. 

Partly because of high taxes 
—55 per cent of earnings on 
Ontario operation*—the forest 
Industry had been priced out 
of world markets. The Ontario 
logging tax was “outrageous" 
and Abitibi wouldn't spend a 


five-cent piece In that province 
(or new plants. 

Mr. Ambridge was as blunt 
a witness as the Commons 
committee has heard in recent 
years. 

He told one committee mem¬ 
ber—William Payne (PCCoast 
Capilano), an insurance execu-1 
tive—that Mr. Payne didn't 
know what he was talking 
about when he suggested 
proper forestry rese a rc h would 
lower production costs. 

Mr. Ambridge said his com¬ 
pany built a new 121.000.000 
plant in Michigan because it 
was cheaper to build there than 


in Canada. American taxes 
were lower and wood was one- 
third cheaper because paved 
roads gave access to timber 
stands. 

Mr. Payne accused Mr. Am¬ 
bridge of showing lack of faith 
in Canada. 

Mr. Ambridge retorted that 
Mr. Payne’s remark was "plati¬ 
tudinous" and that it was the 
easiest thing in the world to 
say Canadians should have 
faith in Canada.

"What would it use for 
money'’" Mr. Ambridge replied 
when asked whether the fed¬ 
eral government should in¬ 
crease contributions to forest 
research. "The cupboard is 
bare.” 

He described Canadian ex¬ 
port trading methods as 
"primitive.” Canada was not 
doing a “damn thing” except 
take cash on the barrelhead 
for exports while other coun 
tries were using credit and 
barter deals. The government 
should establish some body to 


study new methods of financ¬ 
ing exports. 

Canadian development would 
"turn to ashes” if this country 
didn’t export one-third of its 
products. 

He said Abitibi earned $9,- 
500.000 after taxes last year 
but this was not enough to 
maintain plant and credit and 
search for new markets.

The Silly Season 


I T Is hard to say which side has 
behaved the more foolishly in 
connection with the ludicrous “Chi¬ 
nese shrimp crisis." That the move¬ 
ment—or rather, arrest—of a truck- 
load of pink shrimps from Red China 
should precipitate a solemn exchange 
of “notes” between the governments 
of Canada and the United States is 
too silly for anything but a Gilbert 
and Sullivan opera, though it has 
brought great glee to the cartoonists. 

Public disclosure of the Incident 
should have been sufficient to illus¬ 
trate the absurdity of it, without 
going to the length of magnifying it 
out of all proportion by way of a 
formal protest from Ottawa to Wash¬ 
ington. Now it is Canada which has 
made itself look absurd. 

All that the protest has succeeded 
In doing has been to draw embarrass¬ 
ing attention to the fact that after all 
these years the Dominion still hasn't 
a completed transcontinental highway 
of its own. The cargo of shrimps. 


which was the cause of the squabble 
was in transit from one point in 
Canada to another to the eastward, 
and the truck operators ran into 
trouble through trying to move it on 
a U.S. highway. The shipment was 
halted at the American border 
because It had originated in Com¬ 
munist China, to whom the U.S. 
steadfastly refuses entry of goods of 
any kind. 

The American authorities behaved 
rather childishly, In view of the fact 
that the truckload of shrimps was not 
Intended as an Invasion of the Ameri¬ 
can market but was being moved In 
bond. To make this trivial example 
of over-zealous bureaucracy the sub¬ 
ject of an official complaint, however, 
was to invite a tart reply that If any 
importers wished to move Chinese 
goods from Vancouver to eastern 
Canada they could use the Dominion's 
own perfectly good railways and stay 
off highways paid for by American 
taxpayer*.

Washington Angle 

Tragedy of 
Two Germanys 

By MARQUIS CHILDS 

G ENEVA.— There are times when 
this Geneva conference take* 
on fhe quality of a game made up 
by children with a 
wild sense of the 
absurd. 

A call came 
from the United 
Nations informing 
the Western dele- * 
gstions that the 
East Germans 
were going to put 
10 chairs in place 
at their special table. No, no, no. a 
thousand times no, said the West. 

Six chairs for the East Germans, 
six chairs for the West Germans and 
no more. Only the Four Powers may 
have 10 chairs. 

While this sounds like kinder* 
garten play it has s deadly serioua 
undertone. The Communist obJe©> 
tlv.\ which becomes more and more 
evident as the conference of foreign 
ministers goes on, is to force the 
recognition of East Germany ae 
an independent state, permanently 
separated from the Federal Republle 
of West Germany. If the East Ger¬ 
mans could by whatever stratagem 
get the same number of chairs as the 
-four participants they would have 
1 taken one small step toward their 
goal. 

★ * * 

The drama of the two Germanyi 
Is the heart of the struggle going on 
here. The gnawing fear of the West 
Germans, compounded by a sense of 
guilt as they contrast their own high 
prosperity and outward freedom 
with the harsh repressions of their 
brothers in the East, is that as the 
years go by the two peoples will have 
a separate and different identity and 
reunion will be forever impossible. 

The East Germans are carrying 
the propaganda war to the West by 
way of Geneva. More than two hun¬ 
dred of them came on a special train 
with handsomely-printed propaganda 
booklets showing thst West Berlin ie 
a centre of espionsge while East 
Berlin- is s hsppy workers’ paradise 
and the fitting capital of s flourishing 
workers’ state. They are equipped 
with •miles, handshakes and the stock 
arguments. 

* * * 

But whst gives awsy the whole 
show is the fact thst the East Ger¬ 
man foreign Minister, Lothar Bolz, 
and two of his subordinates are or 
were- Russian citizens. As German 
Communists they took refuge from 
the Nazis in 1933. settled down in 
Moscow and acquired Russian wives. 
Then when the time came to set up a 
puppet regime in East Berlin they 
were taken off the Communist wait¬ 
ing list. 

The facade Is so thin that It can¬ 
not conceal the almost total lack of 
popular support in East Germany for 
the regime Imposed by Moscow. If 
free elections were held today the 
Communists would get only a negli¬ 
gible share of the vote. 

Since this is obviously true It le 
puzzling to find the West Germane 
so deeply concerned over the chal¬ 
lenge from the East. But there are 
good reasons why this should be true 
ami why the Federal Republic, with 
a large representation here, is also 
miking its own propaganda drive. 

* * * 

As the years of separation length¬ 
en into decades the Germans in the 
East under e constant pmganda har- 
rage are hound to have a different 
outlook. This has become a greater 
threat since the Communist regime 
two years ago tightened ell the exits, 
making it difficult, if not impossible, 
for an East German citizen to visit 
Jn the West and then return to hie 
family. Today he must flee with no 
hope of return, end this is producing 
in those who stay behind a sense of 
Isolation and abandonment. 

What It suggests, and it is exactly 
the impression the Communists want 
to create, is the hopelessness of any 
effort to bring the two halves of a 
divided people together. And It is no 
secret that important elementa in 
West Germany would be most un¬ 
happy over the unheaval that would 
come with reunion. Largely Protes¬ 
tant and socialist, the East German 
provinces would tip the political 
•rale against the Christian Demo- 
cratic Party, which la Catholic and 
conservative. ' 

* * * 

What the West Germane want 
passionately to believe Is that reuni¬ 
fication can be postponed Indefinitely 
(they know it is impossible in the 
foreseeable future) and yet be sure 
that the door is not forever closed. 

To dose the door, to acknowledge the 
permanence of two separate German 
States, is almost to guarantee futurf 
conflict and the unending politic* of 
revision and revenge as between the 
two German camps. 

The German people have beerT^ 
tom in thetjr' loyalties between East 
and West end obsessed by the thrust 
of ambition and thirst for power. 
Geneva Is e new act In a new setting 
as the Germans of the two halves 
studiously avoid looking at one an¬ 
other while they conduct a continu¬ 
ous propaganda battle. 

The current conference with Its 
very limited authority can scarcely 
make an approach to the tragedy of 
the two Germanys. Perhaps the sum¬ 
mit that la to follow can do a little 
more. But until somehow It is re¬ 
solved It will remain a grave and cot* 
turning threat to peace.

Per Stahl, described as a fellow industrialist of Wen- 
ner-Gren. in his address to the recent Lions' convention 
In Victoria exhorts us not to underestimate WennerGren, 
endeavors to convince us that WennerGren only left 
Sweden because “the market was too small." protests that 
he has “never heard anything bad” about him. impresses 
us with Wenner-Gren’s friendliness with King Gustav, and 
assures us that WennerGren's interest in Peace River is 
•lily because it “presents a challenge' to him. 

Mr. Stahl should be reassured that most of us. es¬ 
pecially those who are veterans of the Second World War, 
don’t underestimate friend Axel. After all. many of us 
were on the wrong end of a Bo for* gun which he was 
busily supplying to the Nazis. 

When he returns to Sweden Mr. Stahl could improve 
his knowledge of the subject by obtaining a copy of "Duel 
for the Northland” by one of his countrymen. Kurt Singer. 
This book, a history of the "War of Enemy Agents in 
Scandinavia," directs a whole chapter to the exploits of 
WennerGren and relates among other things how “Swe¬ 
den's cannon king has become resigned to the fact that his 
name is greater in the rest of the world than in his native 
land.” 

In contrast to Mr. Stahl's assertion that WennerGren 
la “well thought of.” Singer says. “Sweden will never for¬ 
get how her wealthiest citizen fled the country two days 
after the outbreak of war. The newspapers and musical 
comedies ridiculed him. and popular songs were written 
about his flight." 

' WennerGren's flight from Sweden could, we suppose, 
fit into the picture of the “market was too small.” After 
all. it no doubt was difficult to continue supplying the 
Nazis with war material from Sweden. 

No, Mr. Stahl, we won’t underestimate your friend, 
but please don't underestimate our Intelligence. We know 
that WennerGren and his associates are anxious to get 
their hands on the natural resources of B.C. for one rea¬ 
son. and one reason only—to make as much profit as pos¬ 
sible.

U.S. Penetration 

I should like to congratulate Mr. Mortimore on his 
articles “All Aboard” of May 6 and 14. 

I am quite sure that few Canadians realize the dangers 
which are facing our country due to economic penetration 
from the U.S. I am not opposed to American or foreign 
capital. In fact I am sure that Canada must import foreign 
capital In order to develop our vast resources. However, 
the danger lies in the lack of control of foreign capital in 
our country. 

As pointed out by Mr. Mortimore. many U.»S. com¬ 
panies operate in Canada but do not give Canadian in¬ 
vestors the opportunity of investing in their financial 
structure. For example here in Canada we cannot buy or¬ 
dinary shares of General Motors, Wooiworth Stores, Kres- 
ges and many other companies. 

Canada Safeway made a net profit of $65.73 on each 
of their $100 par 4.4 per cent preferred stock In 1958. No 
Canada Safeway ordinary shares can be purchased in Can¬ 
ada but only the 4.4 per cent preferred stock. Of course 
Canadians can purchase the American stock but by doing 
this they lose the right to deduct the 20 per .cent on Cana¬ 
dian dividends in their income-tax returns. In addition we 
would have to pay the 15 per cent non resident tax. Surely 
such a situation is most unsatisfactory. 

My feeling is that unless steps are taken to control 
American investments in Canada <and I feel that such 
step* can be taken without frightening away the Ameri¬ 
can investor) it won't be long before we become a mere 
satellite of our southern neighbor. 

I came to Canada some 10 years ago; my two children 
were born here and I had hoped that they would grow up 
as Canadians and be proud of their Canadian heritage. 
Unless steps are taken to rectify the present trend of U.S. 
absorption of our economic life I feel that they can only 
hope to fa<*e a future as second-rate American proteges. I 
am not anti American but merely pro-Canadian. 

The Conservative government was elected on tts elec- 
-tlon promises to keep us as a strong and independent na 
tion. Unfortunately to date their efforts have only resulted 
In the further loss of our national independence in the 
matter of defence and no steps have been taken to try to 
control the UR. economic steamroller which is slowly but 
surejy engulfing us. 

I would like to see a body of public-spirited citizens get 
together and take steps to bring Mr. Mortimore's articles to 
the attention of each and every citizen in Greater Victoria 
and I would he very happy to assist in any such endeavor.

OTTAWA — Two MPs of 
different political percuasions 
agreed Tuesday that the white 
man is suspect in Indian eyes 
but they used the contention 
to point up opposing view¬ 
points on the question of en¬ 
franchising Indians. 

The measure of.agreement 
was reached between Frank 
Howard (CCFSkeenat. and 
George C. Fairfield tPC-Por- 
tage Neepawa), physician and 
surgeon whose medical prac¬ 
tice includes Indians of two 
reservations within his con¬ 
stituency. 

They spoke on a private bill 
by Mr. Howard*to repeal a 
provision of the Indian Act re¬ 
quiring Indiana to sign away 
their exemption from tax on 
income from reservation lands 
If they become citizens with 
voting rights. 

Mr. Howard said the Indian 
has a psychological attitude 
In which he was justified after 
his “shameful” exploitation- 
that he is surrendering impor 
tant rights in signing away tax 
exemption even though he may 
never have income from res 
ervation lands. 

Some suspicion would he re¬ 
moved. Mr Howard said, if the 
Commons took a step towards 
I greater enfranchisement of the 
Indian by removing this sec¬ 
tion from the Indian Act. 

However. Dr. Fairfield sug¬ 
gested that the “defensive" at¬ 
titude of the Indian may cause 
I him to "look for the Joker" In 
1 any white man's proposal for 
greater enfranchisement.

Greater Victoria bus services 
will be drastically cut starting 
July 5, as proposed on April 10. 
by the B.C. Electric, but the 
company will investigate other 
ways of saving money on ita 
services. 

Tha B.C. Electric proposals 
were accepted at a special 
meeting of the Greater Victoria 
Intermunicipal committee yes¬ 
terday. The meeting was 
called to consider a brief pre¬ 
pared by a transportation sub¬ 
committee of the intermunic¬ 
ipal group. 

Company representatives 
agreed to Investigate proposals 
contained in the brief but 
pointed out that their own pro¬ 
posals would definitely save 
some $8,000 e week, whereas 
the saving from suggestions in 
the brief was uncertain and 
would take time to consider. 

Beginning July 5. bus ser¬ 
vices In the evenings, on Sun¬ 
days and holidaya will be re¬ 
duced sharply “where it has 
been established that the traf¬ 
fic offering does not justify the 
present frequency of service.^ 
No changes are proposed in 
normal, weekday services. 

H. R. Halls, transportation 
manager of the B.C. Electric, 
told members of the intermu¬ 
nicipal committee yesterday 
employees will not be affected 
by the reduction in services. 

“Our staff is concerned 
about the amount of work, but 
we have guaranteed no one will 
be laid off.” he said. “Over the 
l>a*t few months we have seen 
something like thia coming and 
we have not replaced anyone 
who left.” 

He explained that because 
of the vast amount of work In¬ 
volved In altering the sche<h 
tiles, it will be impossible to 
begin the reduced service until 
about July 5.

Plant Rhode Islands Now 


By M. V. CUES NIT. FRHS 

While those Rhode Island tomato 
plants you raised from Colonist seeds 
are still only little fellows. It is about 
time now to plant them out into the 
open garden. There seems to be quite 
a decided advantage in aetting them 
out while they’re atiU quite small, 
rather than growing them Under pro¬ 
tection until they are the size of pur¬ 
chased plants. 

These youngsters produce earlier 
and bigger crop* of ripe tomatoes 
when acclimatized to outdoor living at 
an early age. I suspect this is because 
such young plants are more adaptable 
than their big brothers and more in¬ 
clined to retain and develop that first, 
allimportant cluster of blossoms. 
Purchased plants are further along in 
their development and have a decided 
tendency' to abort their first truss of 
blooms under the shock of transplant¬ 
ing.

We don’t have the best climate in 
the world for these heat-loving sub¬ 
jects. although last summer was 
almost ideal. Our nights are a bit on 
the cool side and. what is more im¬ 
portant. lack of soil moisture during 


the midsummer months poses a real 
problem. 

A tomato plant doesn't need a 
great deal of moisture, but what it 
does need. It must have la a steady, 
uninterrupted supply. A fluctuating 
supply -dry soil one day and wet the 
next causes cracked fruits, blossom- 
end rot and a whole host of similar 
unpleasant effects. , 

Watering the plants by hand or 
by hose through the summer isn't 
entirely satisfactory either, for even 
if it is done conscientiously, it is diffi¬ 
cult to get the water down to the 
strata where it is most needed. Some 
kind of sub-irrigation would be ideal 
and the time to do something about 
this is when the plants are set out.

In planting tomatoes. I make a 
hole much deeper than usual—about 
15 inches deep. In the bottom of this 
hole I place a big double handful of 
soggy wet peat mass—peat which has 
been soaked overnight in water, or 
better still. In a weak fertilizer solu 
tion. 

This “planters punch” can be 
made by dissolving one tablespoonful 
of any soluble high test fertilizer in 
each gallon of water, using Liqui- 
Life. Green Cross Lawn Green. Old 


Gardener. Instant Vigoro. fish emul¬ 
sion or any similar plant food for 
this purpose. 

The hole is then filled to normal 
planting depth, about six inches, with 
good topsoil, and the tomato plant set 
in place, pouring a little of the same 
weak fertilizer solution around the 
roots as planting proceeds. When 
this drains away, filling in is com¬ 
pleted with loose, dry soil on top. 

WWW 

The system works in this fashion 
—the wet pest sway down below the 
roots provides s long-lasting supply 
of soil moisture. The solution poured 
around the roots filters down to make 
contact with the peat and forms a 
“wick" of damp soil which conducts 
a small but steady supply of water to 
the roots by capillary' action from the 
reserve supply below. 

This moisture can be further con¬ 
served and steadied by applying s 
heavy mulch of litter to the soil 
surface, using straw, leaves, peat, 
lawn mowings or anything of s loose, 
organic nature. 

One summer during the war years, 
when I couldn't get any peat moss. I 
used wads of soggy wet newspapers 
in the bottom of the hole and had an 
excellent crop of ripe tomatoes.

President D. W. Air¬ 
bridge of Abitibi Power and 
Paper Company said Tuesday 
before the Commons forests 
committee. 

Partly because of high taxes 
>-55 per cent of earnings on 
Ontario operations—the forest 
Industry had been priced out 
of world markets. The Ontario 
logging tax was ' outrageous" 
and Abitibi wouldn't spend a 


fivecent piece in that province 
for new plant. 

Mr Ambridge was as blunt 
a witness as the Commons 
committee has heard in recent 
years. 

He told one committee mem¬ 
ber William Payne (PC-Coast 
Capilano). an insurance execu¬ 
tive-that Mr. Payne didn't 
know what he was talking 
about when he suggested 
proper forestry research would 
lower production costs. 

Mr. Ambridge said his com¬ 
pany built a new $21,000,000 
plant in Michigan because it

Company representatives 
sgreed to investigate proposals 
contained in the brief but 
pointed out that their own pro- 
posals would definitely save 
some $8,000 a week, whereas 
the saving from suggestions in 
the brief was uncertain and 
would take time to consider. 

Beginning July 5. bus ser¬ 
vices in the evenings, on Sun¬ 
days and holidays will be re¬ 
duced sharply “where it has 
been established that the traf¬ 
fic offering does not justify the 
present frequency of service." 

No changes are proposed in 
normal, weekday services. 

H. R. Halls, transportation 
manager of the B.C. Electric, 
told members of the intermu- 
niclpal committee yesterday 
employees will not be affected 
by the reduction in services. 

“Our staff is concerned 
about the amount of work, but 
we have guaranteed no one will 
be laid off.” he said. “Over the 
past few months we have seen 
something like this coming and 
w* have not replaced anyone 
who left." 

He explained that because 
of the vast amount of work In¬ 
volved in altering the sched¬ 
ules. it will be impossible lo 
begin the reduced service until 
about July 5.

committee. 

Partly because of high taxes 
--56 per cent of earnings on 
Ontario operations—the forest 
industry had been priced out 
of world markets. The Ontario 
logging tax was “outrageous” 
and Abitlbi wouldn't spend a 


flve-cent piece in that province 
lor new plants. 

Mr. Ambridge was as blunt 
a witness as the Commons 
committee has heard in recent 
years. 

He told one committee mem¬ 
ber- William Payne (PCCoast 
Capilano), an insurance execu¬ 
tive—that Mr. Payne didn’t 
know what he was talking 
about when he suggested 
proper forestry research would 
lower production costs. 

Mr. Ambridge said his com¬ 
pany built a new $21,000,000 
plant in Michigan because It 
was cheaper to build there than 


in Canada. American taxes 
were lower and wood was one- 
, third cheaper because paved 
roads gave access to timber 
stands. 

Mr. Payne accused Mr. Am¬ 
bridge of showing lack of faith 
' in Canada. 

Mr. Ambridge retorted that 
Mr. Payne's remark was "plati¬ 
tudinous” and that It was the 
easiest thing in the world to 
nay Canadians should 'have 
faith in Canada. 

Mr. Payne said later, after 
Mr. Ambridge had completed 
his testimony and had left the

He described Canadian ex¬ 
port trading methods as 
“primitive.” Canada was not 
doing a “damn thing" except 
take cash on the barrelhead 
for exports while other coun 
tries were using credit and 
barter deals. The government 
should establish some body to 


study new methods of financ¬ 
ing exports. 

Canadian development would 
"turn to ashes” If this country 
didn’t export one-third of its 
products. 

He said Abitlbi earned $8.- 
500.000 after taxes last year 
but this was not enough to 
maintain plant and credit and 
search for new markets. 

The Canadian Industry's 
position was made more dif¬ 
ficult by the "slave labor” em 
ployed in the southern United 
States.
